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| have a hen-and-chickens or rose cactus 
plant which bloomed this year. Is it possible to 
save the seed and if so, how? Mrs. I.L., New 
York. 

Sempervivum tectorum is the plant 
usually referred to as hen-and-chickens. 
The foot-tall bloom stalks with their pink- 
ish flowers may be cut after the flowers 
have faded, placed in a paper bag, and 
hung up to dry. The seed may be stored in 
a cool dry place and sown the following 
spring. However, Sempervivums are propa- 
gated most easily and almost entirely by 
offshoots and only with difficulty from seed. 


My strawberry plants look healthy and have 
had lots of rain, but the berries are stunted 
and all have a green core in them. What 
causes this green center? |. Z., Ohio. 

Stunted strawberries with green cores are 
the result of incomplete pollination. Wet 
weather at blooming time or frost damage 
while the plants were in bloom is usually 
the cause of this damage. If this condition 
persists discard the variety of strawberries 
now being grown and try to secure a variety 
more suited to your climate.

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Each year when my squash vines get squash 
on them the vines and squash wilt and die. | 
have found little white worms inside the stems. 
What should | do? Mrs. M.O., Wisconsin 

The squash vines are being destroyed by 
the striped cucumber beetle. The beetles 
may destroy the tiny seedlings, girdle the 
stems of older plants and eat parts of the 
leaves. The larvae live in the roots and 
stems and reduce the vitality of the plants, 
usually killing them by the time they come 
into bearing. Insecticides containing 3 to 
5% Rotenone, or a cryolite insecticide 
should be used. Apply as either a dust or 
spray covering plants thoroughly and often, 
beginning as soon as plants emerge. Repeat 
spraying often enough to keep a light 
covering of insecticide over entire leaf sur- 
face until the vines reach blooming size. 

| have some seed pods from a tulip tree. 
Will they grow? How should | go about 
planting these seeds? Mrs. H. L. S., Oregon 

By tulip tree you may mean Magnolia 
soulangeana. The seed pods should be 
soaked in water until the fleshy covering 
can be removed. Plant the seeds in the cold 
frame, or in a seed box, outdoors in the fall. 
Covered 14-inch deep and left to freeze and 
thaw, they should germinate the following 
spring. If the seed pods are from the tulip 
tree, liriodendron, the treatment for the 
seed is much the same. The seed should be 
mixed with sand and left in a flat out- 
doors subject to freezing and thawing. In 
early spring, the sand containing the seed 
should be scattered in a cold frame and 
lightly covered with soil. The seed should 
soon germinate if the soil is kept moist.

Aydrangeas-“fhe Flowers “(hat Smile 


Dorothy Schroeder 


The great lovely cluster of bloom 
on a hydrangea always reminds me 
of the smile of a happy person. It 
must be the flower with the most 
bloom per inch of foliage. These 
flowers, for all their beauty, are 
among the easiest to care for and 


“ ean give you bloom for many years 


with very little fussing. 

When you receive one, move it 
here and there, on the patio, down 
by the lily pool, or on the steps, until 
you find the best suited location. 
Protect its delicate color by shading, 
at least from the noonday sun. 

This flower can hardly be over- 


watered. Water plant all it will take 
every day, besides a misting with 
the hose to moisten and freshen its 
foliage. 

Have you had the experience of 
seeing your hydrangea change color, 
from blue to pink? Don’t blame 
your nursery, it is lime in soil or 
alkalinity of the water that causes 
this. These flowers demand acid 
soil. When you pot one up, or add 
soil to one already potted, go strong 
on leaf mold (preferably from oak), 
pine needles and peatmoss. Don’t 
let lime become part of the mixture.

Hydrangeas, the flowers that smile, require 
very little care for beautiful bloom. 


I always spread a layer, one inch- 
thick, of pine needles or peatmoss 
over soil of my hydrangeas to help 
keep them moist and decaying, to 
increase their acidity. 

While your plant is blooming well, 
fertilize every month. A pinch of 
blood meal is a good idea, for it is 
rich in phosphorous and has an acid. 
reaction. Just a pinch, though, this 
is strong stuff. 

You can almost completely forget 
about insect pests. A healthy hy- 
drangea simply doesn’t have them. 

What to do when winter comes? 
Pick a cool, just above freezing 
point for your plant, a coldframe, an 
unheated cellar or garage. You will 
find that your plant will take all 
but the most frigid weather if 
descended into it gradually. 

In spring, as soon as signs of 
growth are apparent, bring out your 
plant, scrape off top inch or so of 
soil and replace with fresh, add 
another pinch of fertilizer and a 
place in sun. 

Did you know that hydrangeas 
are among the easiest of all plants to 
start from cuttings? Just clip off a 
length of leaf stem just below a 
joint after flowers have bloomed.

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Ribbon Flowers 


What hostess hasn’t wished she 
had a fresh table decoration, a new 
idea for a gift wrap, or just the right 
touch of ingenuity for a party 
centerpiece? On these occasions a 
small amount of know-how, a pair 
of scissors and a roll of shiny ribbon 
can come to the rescue with perky 
blossoms guaranteed to brighten any 
occasion. 





The basis for all those blooms is 
the basic bow. To make it, wind a 
six foot length of ribbon in a circle 
with a diameter of about five 
inches (Fig. 1). Next, bring 
opposite sides of ribbon circle to- 
gether to resemble a bow-tie shape 
(Fig. 2). At the center, the two 
sides of ribbon are notched (Fig. 3) 
and a strip of ribbon is used to tie 
basic bow at notched place (Fig. 
4). This basic bow with a few alter- 
ations can easily become a dahlia, 
mum or camellia. 

The delightful dahlia is a great 
summertime favorite, and even in 
winter will add a fresh summery 
touch to the table. To make, com- 
plete a basic bow. Then press to- 
gether the end of each loop and 
trim as indicated in Figure 1. Try 
arranging the dahlia bows around 
low candle holders or tape directly 
to candelabra. 

Particularly good for a_ fall 
decoration, the mum bow looks 
lovely in tones of gold or copper. 
Start with the basic bow. Then 
make two or three parallel cuts into 
each end of the bow as shown in 
Figure 2. Pull out loops just as in 
basic bow. For a football corsage, 
make the mum bow and add ribbon

pennants in school colors, and cut 
school letter from ribbon too. 

The charming camellia adds a 
romantic touch to any table. Tie a 
basic bow, then cut through the up- 
per half of loops %-inch from ends 
(a). Trim %-inch off half of top 
lengths in each group (b). Round off 
corners of each group (c). Repeat at 
other end of bow. Pull out lower 
petals first, from left to right, twist- 
ing shiny sides up. No twisting will 
be needed for the center petals. To 
make a camellia corsage, cut several 
leaf shapes from 3-inch length green 
ribbon; tape to back of camellia 
bow. Makes a pretty party favor. 


Scarf In Crochet 


One motif with a fill-in repeated 
makes up this design. Each motif 
measures about 3 inches across if 
made from bedspread cotton and a 
size 8 steel crochet hook. This could 
easily become a tablecloth or bed- 
spread design.

Row 1: R of 4 ds, join in corner 
sp of hemstitched edge, 4 ds, cl r. 
Leave %-inch length of thread, r 
of 4 ds, turn corner and join in same 
corner sp, 4 ds,clr. * Leave %-inch 
length of thread, r of 4 ds, leave 
about %g-inch on handkerchief, 4 ds, 
cl r. Repeat from * around, making 
each corner as for first corner. Tie 
and cut threads. 


Row 2: R of 4 ds, join in Ip of 
thread at corner, 4 ds, cl r. Leave 
14-inch length of thread, r of 4 ds, 
join in same thread lp, 4 ds, cl r. * 
Leave 12-inch length of thread, r of 
4 ds, join in center of next thread Ip, 
4 ds, cl r. Repeat from * around, 
make all corners as for first corner. 
Tie and cut threads. 

Row 3. Repeat row 2. 


Row 4: R of 4 ds, join in corner 
- thread Ip, 4 ds, cl r. Tie ball thread 
to shuttle thread, ch 4 ds, 5 p sep 
by 2 ds, 4 ds, rw. R of 4 ds, join 
in same corner Ip, 4 ds, cl r, rw. 
* Ch 4 ds, 3 p sep by 2 ds, 4 ds, 
rw. RK of 4 ds, join in next thread 
Ip, 4 ds, cl r, rw. Repeat from * 
around, make all corners as for first 
corner, end with ch 4 ds, 3 p sep 
by 2 ds, 4 ds, rw, join at base of 
first r. Tie and cut threads.

It can be 
made with three strands of yarn of 
one color or three strands of dif- 
ferent colors. The model was made 
from two strands of one color and 
a strand of second color for a tweed 
effect. You will need 12 ounces of 
knitted worsted for average head 
size in desired color or colors, a pair 
of size 10% _ standard knitting 
needles and a tapestry needle. 





Abbreviations: 
k (knit) st (stitch) 
p (purl) tog (together) 


dec (decrease) 


Gauge—(With three strands of 
yarn): 3 sts equal 1 inch 
4 rows equal 1 inch 

Brim: Using 3 strands of yarn, cast

Rows. 1 and 2: K 1, p 1 across. 
Rows 3, 5, 7, 9, 11: P 1, k 1 across 


row. 


Rows 4, 6, 8, 10: K 1, p 1 across 


row (moss st). 
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Row 12: K 1, p 1 across row, dec 
8 sts evenly across row. 

Work in k 1, p 1 ribbing for 5 
inches on 70 sts. 

Crown—Row 1: * K 3, k 2 tog, 
repeat from * across row (56 sts). 

Row 2: P across row. 

Row 3: * K 4, k 2 tog, repeat from 
* across row, ending with k 2. 

Row 4: P 2 tog, p 9, * p 2 tog, 
p 8, repeat from * across row, end- 
ing with p 4. 

Row 5: * K 7, k 2 tog, repeat from 
* across, ending with k 6. 

Row 6: P 1, * p 2 tog, p 2, repeat 
from * across row, ending with p 3. 

Row 7: * K 1, k 2 tog, repeat from 
* across row, ending with k 2. 

Row 8: P 1, * p 2 tog, repeat from 
* across row, ending with p 1. 

Finishing: Fasten off yarns 6 inches 
from last st. Thread tapestry needle 
with a strand of yarn and run 
through all sts on needle, pull tight 
and fasten. Sew seam. Fold back 
first ribbed section and slip stitch to 
right side. Fold up again at end of 
moss section for brim. If desired, 
make ribbon braid with 30 strands 
of yarn and add two pompons. 

To Make Pompon—Wind about 20 
strands of yarn over a 3-inch card- 
board, tie around center, cut ends 
and trim into a ball.
